I. EXINGTON, Ky.. April 9.— The program 
book for the Kentucky Association’s spring 
meeting, which is to open April 26 and close 
May 7, was issued today. The book was writ- 
ten by judge William H. Shelley, racing sec- 
retary. and is in his usual good style. Sev- 
enty races are to he decided. There are four 
stakes, the Ashland Oaks for three-year- 
old fillies at a mile. $3,000 added, will be 
run on the opening day; the Tobacco Stakes, 
for two-year-olds at four and a half fur- 
longs. $3,000 added, will be the feature for 
May 1; the Camden Handicap, for three- 
y«*ar-olds and over, at a mile and an eighth, 
$3,000 added, will be decided on May 3, and 
the Blue Crass Stakes, for three-year-olds, 
at a mile and an eighth, will be the feature 
of the closing day. It will be in the nature 
of a trial for the Kentucky Derby, which is 
to he run May 17 at Churchill Downs. The 
purse races have from $800 to $1,200 added. 

Thomas C. Bradley, vice-president and 
general manager of the Kentucky Associa- 
tion, has returned from llot Springs, where 
he spent several weeks in the quest of 
health, and was at his desk today. 

The heavy rain of last night left the track 
muddy this morning, but it was of great 
benefit to the course, which had become quite 
hard. 

Sufficient has been shown in the work of 
the horses that were wintered here to in- 
dicate that they would be ready for the rac- 
ing when the meeting opens. Even though it 
may be contended in some quarters that they 
are not as forward in their preparation as 
in some previous years.

Should 
the colt display anything like Derby caliber 
in the Pimlico Stake he will be shipped back 
to Louisville to start in the Kentucky Derby. 
Madden holds Polo Ground in high esteem 
since he worked a good mile at Churchill 
1 >owns and believes he stands a good chance 
ir. both the Preakness and Kentucky Derby. 

In selecting April 13 as the date of the 
stable’s departure from here, owner Madden 
and trainer Walker gire disregarding the 
popular superstition that is connected with 
the number thirteen. As a matter of fact 
around the Madden stables the number is 
considered a lucky one for whenever the 
number has figured in the stables move- 
ments, it has enjoyed prosperity. 

The most notable instance of this nature 
happened in 1901. In the spring of that year, 
the Madden stable which had wintered at 
Churchill Downs, in charge of Walker, was 
shipped to Morris Park on Friday, April 13. 
There were twenty-six horses in the con- 
signment and each of the two cars con- 
tained thirteen horses. Among the horses 
were Heno, Yankee, Blue Girl, Gun Fire, Fly 
Wheel, and others that became famous 
racers. The stable that year enjoyed one of 
its most prosperous on the metropolitan 
tracks and carried off many of the rich 
stakes. Heno won the Matron Stakes for 
colts, Yankee won the Futurity, Blue Girl 
won the Filly Stakes. Fly' Wheel captured 
the Double Event and Gun Fire accounted 
for a number of other stakes. 

The coincidence of the same number of 
horses being shipped on the same date this 
year as in the year just recorded seems to 
augur well for this year’s campaign, in the 
opinion of the stable’s attaches. 

W. “Chuck” Walker, who had charge of 
the stable when it left here tw'enty-three 
years ago on what proved to be a most 
successful campaign, is still in command and 
will have charge of the horses when they 
depart again on April 13.

— C. A. Coyle’s Rama 
was winner of the best offering at Bowie 
this afternoon, when he took the Fairfax 
Purse rather handily from a fairly good 
band. Setting Sun. the cast-off from the 
stable of Richard T. Wilson, raced to sec- 
ond place and third was the portion of the 
Triple Springs Farm’s Opperman. It was 
a mile and seventy yards and a good race 
from end to end. 

Rama w’as good enough to make all the 
pace and although Setting Sun w r as under a 
nice steadying restraint and not far away in 
the early stages he failed badly when called 
on the stretch and while he beat all the 
others he had no chance with the winner. 
Opperman ran a greatly improved race, 
racing forw’ardly all the way, but in the 
stretch weakened and Setting Sun ran awrav 
from him easily to take second place, but 
ho w r as two lengths back of Rama. Edward 
Gray, Llewellyn. Soggartli Aroon, and Henry 
Dattner the other starters at no time cut 
any serious figure in the running. 

There wras another change in the weather

It is interesting to know that William 
Shea’s Tea Caddy is making good so adequately 
in the stud. This richly bred stallion has 
only enjoyed limited opportunities but al- 
ready this year it is intimated that two of his 
progeny in Kentucy may develop into cham- 
pions. 

One of these is a highly tried filly by Tea 
Caddy -High Stakes and the other is a two- 
year-old in the stable of John Ward. The 
work of the youngsters has been sensational 
and should they race to private promise, the 
fame of Tea Caddy will be established. 



When Montfort Jones paid $41,000 for Two 
Step at the Lord Manton sale he acquired 
a remarkable matron for the American breed- 
ing industry. The mare now has at her side, 
a fine filly foal by The Crusader at the Audley 
Farm and E. H. Garrison has pronounced her 
a truly remarkable one, even at this tender 
age. 

It is a big price to pay for a brood mare, 
but well within reason should Two Step meas- 
ure up to expectations. The good that such 
blood may do for the American strains can 
hardly be overestimated and it is cheering 
to know that the mare has foaled safely. 

The Audley Farm is sure to bring an in- 
creased importance to old Virginia as a 
thoroughbred state. It has always been the 
home of the thoroughbred horse and has sent 
many a champion to the races, but seldom 
has there been a breeding establishment there 
of the importance of the Audley Farm of 
Montfort and B. B. Jones. 



While the management of the coming 
Hawthorne meeting is not yet ready for a 
formal announcement of its plans and dates, 
it is known that it will adopt policies for the 
convenience and protection of the public and 
horsemen alike, which might well be copied 
by other racing associations. 

The greatest trouble horsemen have now is 
to obtain and keep competent help. The 
Hawthorne management believes it can aid 
the horsemen by making living conditions for 
the men better. In its contract with the 
Richelieu Catering Company, which will have 
all privileges, it has stipulated that clean, 
high class food shall be provided the help at 
ten dollars a week. These men will be fed 
at the stand in a separate dining hall, screened 
and clean and the food will be cooked by the 
track chefs. The sanitary conditions around 
the stables and sleeping quarters also will 
be made first class. 



Another innovation at the Hawthorn* 
meeting will be an extension of the rule that 
governs selling races, that no two horses in 
the same interest can start in overnight han- 
dicaps and condition races. The rule will have 
the saving clause that an owner may enter 
two horses, one of which must start if the 
field falls below eight, but only one may start 
under any conditions. 

The scratch time also will be extended in 
such races to forty-five minutes before the 
race. This will enable owners to enter both 
mud and dry track horses and start the one 
best fitted by conditions. It will stop all 
talk of “herding” of horses in races and will 
also reduce to a minimum the practice of 
“qualifying” with one of an entry. The man

Fractured Vertebra Sesponsible 
for Death of Highly Valued 
Irish Stallion March 14

As developments oc- 
j curred during the day* it was apparent that 
the- horse was suffering from a fractured 
vertebra.

horses are ready when they are entered. If 
they are lame or sick, or if track conditions 
change sharply, the public will make allowance 
for scratches, but if horses are fit and well 
they should be made to run. 

If an all-star cast of Ethel Barrymore, Julia 
Marlowe, John Barrymore, Jane Cowl and 
others were programmed in a theater and the 
public found after it had paid a fancy price 
at the box office that all but John Barrymore 
had been “scratched,” there would be a riot. 
Still, the same thing occurs almost daily on 
New York tracks.

LfATOXIA, Ky., April 9. — There was a sub- 
stantial increase in the nominations for the 
1924 Latonia Derby over that of last year. 

The total for 1923 was 118, while this year 
135 have been named. Practically all the 
best two-year-olds of last year with the 
exception of St. James are included among 
the entries. 

The I^atonia Derby is an old established 
fixture, having been run since 1883 when 
Leonaius, with the noted Isaac Murphy in the 
saddle, won the race. The same combination 
had previously carried off the Kentucky 
Derby. 

Like the Kentucky Derby, the value to 
the winner of the Latonia Derby was indeed 
modest in those early days. However, in 
the recent general prosperity of the turf, 
the winner of this important fixture has 
been amply rewarded. This year the prize 
will be greater than ever before as the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club has increased the value 
from $15,000 to $25,000 added. Here are the 
conditions and nominations: 

LATONIA DERBY— $25,000 Added. For three- 
year-olds. By subscription of $25 each; 8250 
additional to start; $25,000 added, of which 
$3,000 to second, $1,500 to third, $750 to 
fourth. The winner, if also winner of the 
Kentucky Derby, lo receive $5,000 additional. 

Non-winners of a three-year-old race of the 
value of $25,000 allowed five pounds; non- 
winnera of a three -year-old race of $5,000 al- 
lowed 8 pounds. Maidens allowed 12 pound*. 

Acceptances to be named through the entry 
box the day before the race at the usual 
time of closing.
